CARRIE E. MILLER 
RESIGNS AFTER 
TEACHING HERE 
FOR 32 YEARS 


Mis/i Carrie E. Miller, 116 York 
street, for 32 years a teacher In the 
Gettysburg public schools, submitted 
lier resignation as a member of the 
teaching staff at Lincoln school 
building at the February meeting of 
the Gettysburg board of education, 
ending a 40-year teaching career. 
With regret, the members of the 
bourd accepted the resignation. Miss 
Miller’s voluntary retirement will be 
effective at the end of the current 
school year. 
Miss Miller started teaching at 
New 
Chester school 
in 
Si raban 
township iii 1899 and after eight 
years of teaching in county .schools 
came to Gettysburg In 1908. For 18 
years she taught at the Meade 
building and for the last 14 years 
she lias been a member of the stair 
at Lincoln school. 
Her teaching outside of Gettys­ 
burg included a year at New Ches­ 
ter; two at Round Top; one at 
Hunterstown, and one at Moritz’s 
school, all in Strabnn township; two 
years in Mt. Pleasant township at 
Mt. Vernon and Mt. Superior schools, 
and one year at New Oxford 
C ancel P enm anship Contract 
During the last IO years, M iss 
Miller Ila., missed only 12 4 days of 
school. 
Directors indicated that action on 
filling the vacancy may be taken at 
the March meeting of the school 
board. 
The directors cancelled the con­ 
tract with the Peterson company 
which has furnished supervision and 
materials for penmanship instruc­ 
tion in the public schools here since 
1932. 
F. C. "* Park, Greensburg, a 
representative of the Peterson firm, 
came before the directors Monday 
evening in the high school building 
to ask renewal of the contract for 
another three-year period at the 
price of $40 per month. The current 
contract will expire st the end of 
Hie present school term. 
Further 
action may be taken up later c h i the 
question of whet lier a contract will 
he entered into with another firm 
or whether penmanship instruction 
snail be left entirely in the hands of 
qualified local teachers.

Harrisburg, F’eb. 13 
(AP) .—An­ 
other attempt at solidifying the op­ 
position to Uniitil States Senator 
Joseph F. Guffey among Pennsyl­ 
vania democrats brought the head of 
the party in the Keystone state back 
to the state capital today.

lisher and a supporter of Guffey. 
Kelly, once mentioned as a possi­
